Victoria  yesterdsy  at  the  Labor  Hall  and  adopted  a  constitu-' 
tion,  heard  officera*  reports,  and  studied  a  tentative  platform  ' 
which  waa  aubmitted.  and  which  will  be  discussed  at  further! 
seasions  today.  Frankly  hailing  the  Socialist  Party  of  Canada, 
as  the  "foundation  member  of  the  movement,"  the  new  C. C.F.I 
constitution  and  proposed  platform  indicated  that  the  left  wingi 
of  the  membership  had  secured  control  of  the  organization. 

The  adopted  constitution  aims  directly  at  the  abolition  ofl 
freedom  of  action  on  the  part  of  Parliament,  and  the  making' 
of  that  inititution  aubservient  to  the  will  of  «  Soviet  form  of 
dictatorship.  This  is  to  be  accomplished  by  making  all  elected 
members  belonging  to  the  C.C.F.  directly  responsible,  and  sub- 
ject t»  discipline,  to  an  executive  committee  of  nine.

The 
mistary  over  aoeh  fear  It  induced  by  the  culti- 
vation of  a  conscience  which  Is  at  peace  with 
itielf,  by  seeking  to  think  and  live  in  terms  ol 
positive  goodness.

man  as  his  place  of  abode.  Cer- 
tainly a  splendid  use  for  a  coach 
which  l-s  believed  to  l)e  the  car  ' 
which  President  Lincoln  rode  whl!' 
en  route  to  Gettysburgh  for  lus  fa- 
mous address  on  November  19,  1863. 

Whether  this  is  the  car  the  presi- 
dent rode  In  or  not,  has  been  ii 
dispute  for  some  time.  Howevp: 
Jacob  Chant  Xckert,  retired  W.M. 
conductor,  in  a  sworn  statement  of 
September  7,  ItM.  staled  his  father 
wis  conductor  of  the  train  that 
took  President  Lincoln  fMan  TTn- 
over  Junction  to  Oettydl^urgh  on  i: 
above  date,  and  that  his  father  had 
often  toM  him  of  the  occa.sion:  and 
that  the  president  pre.sented  him 
with  a  silver  watch;  that  hLs  father 
always  averred  that  the  car  in  ques- 
tion was  the  only  coach  on  th:< 
trtdn.  and  It  was  ths  one  beyoi. 
all  dispute.  The  stateasent  contains 
other  datee,  and  tbis,  in  addition 
to  other  evidence  at  hand,  leads  to 
the  firm  conclusion  that  one  of  the

Not  tha 
mean,  sterved  cur  of  the  trading  poste  and 
Xadlaa  camps,  but  the  mighty,  courageous, 
sharp-eared  huskle.  Tou  can  always  tall  a 
real  huskle  by  his  erect  ears.  Now  and  again 
I  would  get  a  wolf  croas  and  keep  up  the 
strain. 

I  had  a  particularly  fine  team  of  six  dngg, 
all  little  brothers.  I  got  them  as  pups  from 
Paaaaak,  a  Kaaaa  mvar  Mbao,  aad  they  were 
In  their  prime.  Prince,  the  leader,  was  the 
finest  anhnal  I  ever  ownad  or  saw.  All  black, 
180  poundi  la  waigbt.  thb^nds  bieboa  at  tba 
shoulders  and  as  intelligent  aa  tbay  make 
tham.  He  was  a  mighty  hera 

X  left  my  Charley's  Lake  caUn  to  travel  a 
triangxilar  trap  line,  runalng  to  Kaaba  aad 
Aaadla  Lakes,  about  SOO  miles.

communities  of  ante  are  sometimes 
ynry  larga,  numbeflng  even  to  600,000 
individuals,  and  it  is  a  lesson  to  us  that  no 
one  hH.s  ever  yet  seen  a  quarrel  between  any 
two  ante  belongtog  to  the  same  community. 
On  the  other  band,  it  must  be  admitted  that 
they  are  In  hostility,  not  only  with  most  otbor 
Insecte.  Inoliading  ante  of  different  q»eelas.  but 
even  Vlth  those  of  the  same  species  If  be- 
longing to  different  communities.  I  have  over 
and  over  again  Introduced  ante  from  one  of 
aqr  aeste  toto  anothor  nest  of  the  same  species, 
and  they  were  invariably  attacked,  seised  by 
a  leg.  or  an  antennae,  and  dragged  out. 

R  is  evident  that  the  ante  of  each  com- 
munity all  recognlae  one  another,  wbMl  Is 
very  rsmarkitble.  But  more  than  this,  I  sev- 
tiBwa  divided  a  nest  into  two  halves,  and 
found  that  even  after  separation  of  a  year 
and  nine  months  they  recognimd  one  anotlMr, 
•ad  were  perfeetly  friendly;  while  they  at 
attacked  an  Us  from  a  (Uffermt 
of  the  same  species. 

Xt  has  been  suggested  that  the  ante  of  each 
ne-st  have  some  sign  or  pamword  by  which 
they  recognise  one  another.   To  test  thL%.  I 
omdl  Mao  IIMiillUv.   Plrst,  I  tried  chloro- 
form, but  this  «M  fatal  to  them,  and  as, 
therefore,  they  were  practically  dead,  i  did 
not  OHMlder  the  test  satisfactory,  i  decided, 
therefore,  to  Intoxicate  them.   TWa  was  Ism 
easy  than  l  had  expected.  None  of  my  ante 
would  voiOBtailly  degrade  themselves  by  get- 
ting drunk.  Howover,  I  got  over  the  diftlealty 
by  putting  them  toto  whisky  for  a  few  mo- 
"tenti.    X  took  fifty  specimens,  twenty-five 
from  one  nest  and  twenty-five  from  aaotber, 
msde  them  dead  drunk,  marked  eatib  with  a 
spot  of  paint,  and  put  tbem  on  a  table  close 
to  where  ante  from  one  of  the  neste  won  feed- 
ing. The  table  wss  surrounded  rs  usual  with 
•  ■OOt  of  water  to  prevent  them  from  stray- 
ing. The  ant5  which  were  feeding  soon  notloed 
those  wbieh  I  had  made  drunk.   They  seemed 
<Wi*to  Mtonlshed  to  find  their  comrades  in 
such  a  dlvnoeful  condition,  and  as  wugfa  at 
a  looi  to  know  what  to  do  with  their  drunkards 
as  wo  are.    After  a  whUe,  to  cut  my  story 
.short,   they  carried   them   aU  away;  the 
strangers  they  took  to  the  edge  of  the' 
aad  dropped  into  the  water,  whUe  thsy 
their  friends  home  into  the  nMt»  white,  by 
degrees,  they  slept  off  the  effects  of  the  .spirit.

For  some  days  she 
did  not  leave  the  nest.  .At  last,  one  day  aba 
ventured  outside,  and  after  a  while  met  a 
stranger  ant  of  the  same  species  but  belonging

Did  anyone  tiunk  Uiat  Ut«  tMby  would 
grow  to  be  ttie  greatest  of  Brltatot  admlralar 
He  was  a  delicate  child     He  was  never  a 
ttrong  man.   There  is  a  story  tlut  tlie  Uttle 
feitow  once  said  ha  ^  aot  kaosr  what  fear 
was.  His  uncle  was  captain  of  a  man-of-war. 
Mrtiaps  it  was  he  who  first  guessed  that  the 
tiny  frame  held  the  strongest  of  iMaHi,  aad 
that  the  brain  In  the  small  head  would  become 
cspable  of  the  wisest  and  most  far-seeing 
deeds.    We  may  be  sure  bis  mother  never 
doubted  the  love  and  truth  and  tendeme.ss  of 
heart  of  her  Uttle  son.   It  was  the  uncle  who 
took  charge  of  the  boy  When  ho  bOMmo  a 
midshipman,  on  KM.  Ral.^onable.  at  thirteen. 
He  rose  rapidly,  but  proved  himself  worthy  of 
promotion.  Nelson  bad  won  a  name  tor  him- 
self by  hard,  steady  work  before  the  war  with 
Ftaiwe  began.  At  the  BatUe  of  Cape  St.  Vin- 
cent, to  1TS3,  he  bdped  to  wto  the  vMory  «v<ir 
Spain,  for  which  Admiral  Jcrvla  was  made 
Lord  St.  Vincent.  At  the  Battle  of  the  NUe, 
In  1798.  Nelson  dsftatod  the  rtonob  Hoot,  only 
two  of  Us  ships  escaping.   In  1801  was  fought 
the  BatUe  of  Copenhagen,  where  Nelson  won 
a  great  viotory  to  splto  of  tbo  admhal's 
otders     Four  years  were  to  pass  before  the 
BrlUsli  fleet  met  aiwl  conquered  the  allied 
fleete  of  mnoe  aad  Spain,  at  nmfaigBr,  on 
October  21.  1805.    The  victory  cost  Nel.-tons 
life,  as  weU  as  the  Uvea  of  many  other  brave

SEPTEMBER  28.  17M,  was  the  birthday  of 
William  Jones.

Bbgllsb  schoolboys  to  those  days  l^med  T.«tln 
and  Oreek  as  a  matter  of  course.  But  WUUam 
mastered  FKnoh,  aad  began  to  toam  Arabic 
and  Hebrew  before  he  left  lUrrow.

George  Whitefield 

N  September  30,  1770.  aeorge  Whltefirld, 
the  great  Methodist  preacher,  died.  He 
waa  the  eon  of  aa  tonkeeper  to  the  town  of 
Gloucester.    Oeorge  attended  the  ^ammar 
school,  and  hla  reoitaUona  and  speeches  were 
the  beet  to  hla  clamss.  Ho  helped  his  mother 
at  the  inn  for  a  short  time  after  leaving  school. 
He  was  eighteen  when  he  went  to  Oxford  as 
a  aervttor,  to  Wk  a^  to  study.  He  soon 
after  Joined  a  body  of  stUdMli  .IrtlOk  from 
tl^  strict  but  acUve  pieU;  wnra  caUed 
Mrihodhta.  Aaaong  these  werg  tta  brothers 
Charles  and  John  Wesley.  Whiiefleld  waa  dis- 
tinguished among  these  for  bia  oloquenoe  and 
hla  devotton.  He  was  ordained  deacon  and 
began  to  preach.  In  London,  the  church  was 
orowdad  to  bear  him.   In  the  early  morning 
aad  lets  at  night  people  came,  many  carrying 
laatoms.   He  went  to  America  to  ptaaoh  to 
Oeaitgto  with  John  Wesley,  but  soon  came 
baok.  Among  the  mtoers  of  Walea  and  Corn- 
wall. Bootland  and  other  parte  of  Bigland, 
and  to  Ireland,  wiutefield  preached  in  the 
open  ah-.  Men  as  weU  as  women  .sought  f  or- 
glwnesi  of  their  sins  with  teara  aad  orlea.  It 
waa  not  only  ignorant  and  wicked  peopto  who 
were  moved  'by  the  wonderful  semnetiMMs  and 
eloquence  of  this  prsacher.   Heholari  and 
statesmen,   and  oven  unbelievers,  felt  ite 
power.

The  Potato  Bug 

T^ROM  time  to  time  British  farmers  have 
^  been  threatened  with  an  mfestaticD  of 
the  Celando  beetle,  or  potato  bug  ag  It  to  BMn 
commonly  called.  Several  montlw  ago  many 
British  new^>aperB  created  a  commotion  with 
a  declaration  that  the  peet  had  obtained  a 
serious  hold.  laTeellgat'ore  for  the  Ministry 
of  AgrlciUture  waited  no  time  Ui  getting  to 
work,  and  recently  tbcy  were  able  to  announce 
that  only  three  potato  bugs  had  been  found, 
these  at  Tlftiury,  where  immediate  steps  were 
taken  to  eet  tlie  dM«v  «f  tefMtalKM  was  bn- 
inedlatoly  removed. 

The  potato  bug  is  well  known  over  most  of 
lbs  United  States  and  thr6t«h  a  large  pait  «C 
Cbnnda,  n^iere  It  causes  a  greater  or  les.s 
ilBWUit  Of  deitructiOD.  depending  on  the  sea- 
son. Fortunately  for  potato  froven,  it  has 
not  made  its  appearance  on  the  coa-st  of  iw^n 
praelnoe,  but  It  has  been  gradually  movixig 
westward  from  Alberta  and  there  Is  always  the 
danger  that  it  will  infest  the  Lower  Mainland 
and  Vancouver  Island  patches  and  fields  if 
growers  fail  to  keep  a  sharp  watch  for  the  poit 
Tti»  Colorado  beetle,  when  fully  developed, 
meastues  about  one-third  of  an  inch  in  length 
and  half  an  inch  In  breadth.  It  is  yellow, 
trttli  five  black  lines  running  longitudinally 
da«m  oaeh  wtag  ^aee.  On  the  hObd  is  a  tri- 
angular Mack  mark.  The  forepart  of  the  body 
is  more  or  less  covered  with  Mack  spote,  and 
baa  to  bMUstlnctly  defined  V-shaped  black 
' ;  bi  the  centre, 
bootlee  hibernate  In  the  ground  or  be- 
heape  of  rubbish,  usually  about  ten 
Inches  hn  h  the  surface.  They  emerge  In 
Bprbig  wiien  the  weather  is  suCBoieotly  warm, 
•ad  at  OBoa  eommonpe  to  feed  on  the  young 
potato  shoots.  The  females  lay  their  eggs  on 
the  undexelde  of  leaves.  The  eggs  hatch  in 
ffra  to  its  daya  If  the  weather  is  farorsble.  In 
another  two  weeks  the  larva  is  fully  developed, 
feeding  on  the  foliage,  and  they  pass  Into  the 
pbpal  stage.  This  may  last  a  week  or  moi«, 
aeeording  to  weather  conditions.  Then  another 
gmrattonof  beetles  appMia  to  oonttauM  tbo 
Wk  of  deetmction.

Expenments  Show  How 
One  Pasture  Grass 

Affects  AnoLiit;r  . 

RECENT  experiments  In  icngian^  Both- 
emsted.  ttie  oldest  agricultural  research 
statiea  to  the  British  Bmpire,  in  laying  down 
land  to  pasture  demonstrate  that  moat  of  1^ 
elaborate  seed  mixtures  provided  by  eom- 
mereial  firme  fall  to  jusufy  themselves,  be- 
cause, after  a  lapse  of  two  or  three  yean,  the 
bota^ilcal  compoeition  of  dlfferenUy  seeded 
to  H>e  OMBO  loeality  becomes  almost 
identical.  On  one  experimental  field,  six 
widely  different  mixtures  were  tested,  but 
•flor  four  years  tbo  hoibage  on  all  the  pk)te 
Is  now  hardly  distinguishable.  Rye  grass  and 
wild  whito  olover  form  about  10  per  cent  of 
tbo  wtaatah  ttM  not  telBt  andnly  orchard 
grass. 

Of  the  other  plants  which  were  sown,  hardly 
any  survive  except  Timothy  and  a  little  red 
clover.  The  most  marked  difference  bet  eeeu 
one  seed  mixture  and  another  is  that  Italian 
TO  grass  has  persisted  as  the  dominant  grass, 
when  sown  without  perennial  rye  grass.  Uni- 
formity of  herbage  from  different  sowings  Is 
ooeaaianed  partly  owing  to  the  early  death  of 
the  species  unsulted  to  local  conditions,  and 
partly  because  many,  while  congenially  .iitu- 
atad,  are  soon  crowded  out  in  oompeution 
with  others. 

Results  of  CompetiLion 


THUS,  it  Is  iBUBd  that  among  the  grasses, 
and  allowing  for  slight  seasonal  varletiee, 
the  growth  of  perennial  rye  graia  to  reduced 
by  Xtaban  rye  grass:  that  of  orchard  grass 
by  perennial  rye  grass;  that  of  Timothy  by 
orchard  grass,  and  that  of  rough-stalked 
BMadov  grasi  by  Tbaethy.

Garden  Week 
by  Week 

By  NOfeMAN  W.  p.  RAMT.  PJtH3. 

NOW  to  the  planting  season  for  the 
peony,  and  if  it  is  jxlanted  now  there 
win  be  awry  laaeon  to  expect  success. 
Plant  the  best  yoa  oan  afford*  ahd  obaaae 
the  colors  that  suit  your  own  paitioslgr  tisto. 
The  pe<my  to  a  plant  that  has  been  so  much 
developed  of  Into  that  there  are  always  new 
and  very  taepmatn  varletiee,  but  there  are 
i>irnty  of  good  peonies  that  are  aultable  for 
thoee  of  its  that  have  only  a  thin  pocketbook. 

Tot  the  best  results,  a  root  tiiat  is  not  too 
large  or  too  small  will  be  found  the  t>est.  Too 
.snutll  a  root  takes  too  long  to  get  established 
aiki  too  large  a  root  does  well  the  first  year 
and  never  does  ansrthlng  afterwards. 

A  root  with  three  good  eyes  and  good  roots 
will,  as  a  rule,  do  better  than  a  larger  or  a 
smaller  size.  Such  a  root  may  only  throw  one 
shoot  the  first  year,  but  it  will  be  a  Strong 
one  and  that  to  all  that  matters.  Rooto  With 
a  large  number  of  eyes  generally  throw  a 
number  of  very  small  shoots  the  first  year  and 
it  often  tekes  them  several  years  to  get  back 
to  normal  size.  But  rootR  of  all  SbNS  WtU  gVOW 
and  often  make  good  plants. 

Position  of  Plants 

PBON1K8  should  be  planted  to  full  sun.  or 
at  least  to  such  a  position  that  they  will 
only  be  to  shade  tor  a  small  fraction  of  the 
day.  and  never  should  they  be  planted  where 
the  roote  of  treee  or  shrubs  will  reach  ths  bod 
or  border  to  whtoh  they  are  growing. 

Tho  .soil  should  be  eood  and  well  drained. 
Avoid  the  uss  of  much  fertiliser,  but  see  that 
the  ooU  to  rtoh.  Old,  well-rotted  manure  may 
be  ueed  where  it  will  nut  come  in  contact  with 
the  xooto  or  crown  of  the  plant.  Bone  meal 
to  the  beet  fertiliser  to  use.  A  handful  placed 
over  the  root  whan  plantinK,  after  it  has  been 
covered  with  soil,  will  furnish  the  plant  with 
food  for  several  years.  Overfeeding  to  the 
oause  of  «uoh  faltaa  with  peonies. 

Never  plant  peonlee  where  they  have  been 
grown  before  unless  the  soil  to  changed  to  a 
depth  of  at  least  two  foet.  One  cannot  dig 
a  peony,  divide  it  and  replant  it  in  tho 
and  expect  anythinir  but  failure. 

Packing  Liic  Soil 


PnOHUb  should  be  planted  with  the  eyee 
about  two  Inches  below  the  surface  of  the 
bed.  If  the  soil  in  tho  bed  i.s  very  loose,  see 
that  It  Is  well  packed  down  so  that  the  sink- 
ing wUl  be  as  little  as  possible. 

When  planting,  spread  the  roote  out  well 
and  try  to  avoid  their  crossing  each  other. 
Make  the  earth  very  firm  around  the  roote, 
but  try  to  avoid  breaking  them,  for  they  are 
always  more  or  less  brittle.  It  will  be  found 
that  a  good  deal  of  care  is  necessary  In  plant- 
ing, as  the  roots  are  odd  in  shape  and  it  to 
always  somewhat  difficult  to  get  the  soil  well 
pressed  among  them.  Plrm  planting  to  very 
oasentisl  to  the  well-being  of  the  plants. 

If  the  weather  to  dry,  pour  to  about  a  gallon 
of  water  after  a  part  of  the  earth  has  been 
replaced  and  then  flU  up  with  soil  and  do 
not  firm  it  down.  If  you  oannot  get  the  soil 
in  between  the  roote  to  any  other  way,  water 
auy  bo  ased  to  wash  It  Ul 

Mover  plant  an  old  peony  without  dividing 
It  ap  toto  bite  with  from  three  to  five  eyes, 
and  bo  sure  that  each  division  has  two  or  thrse 
good  new  roote  attached.  If  one  lete  the  roote 
dry  out  a  little  before  planttog,  they  can  be 
dNIded  with  greater  eass. 

Peonies  should  be  selected  for  foliage  value 
as  wen  as  for  flowers.  Those  with  rusty, 
spotty  or  unattractive  fOUape  should  net  bo

The  Canadian  woolen  inoNMtr>' 
Is  based  on  the  firm  loiindatlon  of 
Yorlcshlre,  Lancashire  and  Scotch 
Mood.  The  spinners  and  weavers, 
now  settled  in  Canada,  and  some- 
tUiea  the  third  and  fourth  genera- 
tion to  resble  here,  have  the  tradl- 
tlen  of  woolen  manufacture  in  their 
veins.  They  have  at  Uelr  disposal 
aaaeUnary  equal  to  that  used  any- 
«lMce  and  th^r  ftod  the  cUnyte 
ttsd  water  saftdUi  for  wwkiua 
textile  fabrics.  The  textile  workeni 
havp  .had  educational  facilities  not 
enjoyed  by  workers  In  many  other 
oouiilrUs  aii<i  arc,  therefore,  excep- 
tionally well  from  the  standpoint 
of  general  Intelligence  and  technical 
Howledge. 

WEAVINO  INTBODUCED 

Although  there  has  t>een  a  great 
development  In  the  Canadian  In- 
dustry within  the  past  few  years.  It 
is  by  no  means  a  mii-sliii">iii  growth. 
It  dates  back,  to  170rt,  whi  a  sheep 
were  first  brought  t  -  the  country 
and  weaving  was  introduced.  Pre- 
Tlous  to  that  time  the  French 
mimsr'h  had  prohibited  the  pro- 
Mkn  of  tcstUes  in  the  colony: 
soppvtoff  tbe  liiMM  OBS  a 
maoopoty  of  ttie  IfoCber  Coontry. 

The  industry  started  as  a  home 
craft,  the  fanner  shearing  his  own 
■heep,  .-^InnlnK  the  yarn  and  weav- 
ing coar.se  fabrics  for  his  own  use 
Later  on  small  mills  were  estab- 
lished In  different  centres  to  weave 
the  yam  spun  by  the  household 
and  later  on  spinning  mills  were 
added,  as  the  fanner  became  more 
atrlctly  an  agriculturist  and  less  a 
Jaek-of-aU-traass.  By  IIBI  there 
vcM  «1  cardhiff  and  fottDs  mills 
tn  Upper  and  Lower  Canaos,  the 
Maritime  Provinces  and  Kew  Bruns- 
wick, and  of  these  3S0  carried  on 
fa«rt.ory  weaving  This  was  In  ad- 
dition to  the  large  amount  of  hand- 
loom  weatlBf  sifll  eanjed  as  la  the 
homes. 

Hie  large  increase  in  wool  manu- 
fai  ture  In  Canada  came  in  1898  and 
thi.s  wa.s  followed  by  another  in- 
in  1178.  The  early  mills  had 
Ttry  small,  local  affairs, 
praetlaally  entirely  for  the 
samandlat  dislriet,  and  the  de- 
velopment in  the  industry  did  not 
take  the  form  of  an  Inereaae  In  the 
niunber  of  mills  but  in  the  expanse 
of  the  individual  units.  The  mills 
became  larger  and  extended  their 
operations  imlU  In  1?W5  there  were 
340  mills  operating  and  many  of  the 
mtlLs  o|)<  rating  today  had  then 
been  >  '.iMished.
